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Thousands reported dead 
in large Turkish quake 


DIYABAKIR, Turkey (U P I) — A powerful earthquake with a magnitude of 7.6 
on the Richter scale devastated at least two towns and rocked 10 provinces in 
eastern Turkey today. 
Initial reports put casualties at several thousand persons. The Turkish radio 
reported 574 confirmed deaths within hours of the quake. 
The radio interrupted normal broadcasting and switched to funeral music. 
The armed forces were put on alert to help with relief work. 
Officials said the towns of Muradiye and Delicay were devastated. The towns 
are at the northern end of Lake Van, near the Iranian border. 
The radio said 95 per cent of the buildings in Muradiye were damaged and said 
500 of the deaths occurred there. It said another 64 dead were reported in Ercis, 
in the same general area, and 10 in Diyadin, 50 miles north of the lake. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Geological Survey in Washington said the quake is 
thought to be the strongest in the Southern Caucasus Mountains in this century 
and perhaps longer. 


The quake, according to the USGS, struck near Yerevan, the capital of Soviet 
Armenia. 
The last Turkish killer quake at Lice, in the southeast, killed more than 3,000 
persons in September, 1975. 
The worst Turkish quake, at Erzincan in eastern Turkey in December. 1938, 
killed more than 23,000 persons 


In Golden, Colo , a spokesman for the National Earthquake Information 
Center said it had recorded a major earthquake today in the Russian southern 
province of Georgia, between the Caspian and Black Seas. 
The U.S. Geological Survey in Washington reported the quake along the 
Turkish-Soviet border registered about 7.4 on the open-ended Richter scale. 
It was the 15th earthquake of the year with a magnitude of 7 or more. Of these, 
three quakes have registered in the “ great" category of 8 or more on the Richter 
scale.

Safety Council makes 
fatality estimates 


United Press International 
Thousands of Americans will start the 
trek home for the four-day Thanksgiving 
holiday weekend tonight, but safety of­ 
ficials fear as many as 550 of them will 
never make it back. 
The National Safety Council estimates 
between 450 and 550 persons will lose 
their lives on the nation’s highways dur­ 
ing the holiday period that begins at 6 
p.m. local time tonight and ends at mid­ 
night Sunday. And between 20,000 to 
24,000 persons will suffer disabling in­ 
juries during the period. 
However, the council said during a 
comparable nowholiday period at this 
time of year about 530 deaths and 23,100 
disabling injures could be expected. 
The Thanksgiving holiday traffic 
fatality toll last year totaled 394 persons, 
and 17,200 persons suffered disabling in­ 
juries.

Cat distemper 
outbreak here 
An outbreak of cat distemper 
has been reported primarily in 
the Lompoc valley. Dr. John 
C a r r i c a b u r u ,

about 300 cats with the disease, 
which is also known as feline 
enteritis or “ cat fever.” The 
disease has been nearly 100 per 
cent fatal in cats under 6 
months of age and about 50 per 
cent fatal in older cats. It is 
characterized by a sudden 
onset, lack of appetite, depres­ 
sion. dehydration, a high fever 
and is caused by a virus 
Dr. Carricaburu stated that 
veterinarians can vaccinate kit­ 
tens at 6 weeks of age, and 
older cats should receive a 
booster injection if a year has 
passed since their last vaccina­ 
tion.

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OPEC postpones decision 
five days on price hike 


KUWAIT (U P I) - The 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries has post­ 
poned its December price- 
fixing conference for five days, 
an Arab oil minister says. 
Sheikh Mana Al Otaiba, oil 
minister of the United Arab 
Emirates, told the Algerian 
News Agency Tuesday the 
meeting was rescheduled from 
Dec. 15 to Dec. 20. 
OPEC officials said earlier 
the change was under consider­ 
ation for “technical reasons.“ 
Western diplomatic sources 
in Paris said last week a post­ 
ponement was likely to allow 
the oil-producing countries a 
chance to see if Third World na­ 
tions will gain in a final round 
of economic talks with in­ 
dustrial nations scheduled for 
the same time in Paris. 
The Paris meeting, known as 
the North-South conference, is 
aimed at narrowing the gap 
between rich and poor nations, 
particularly in such areas as 
energy, developm ent, raw 
materials and finance. 
Otaiba was in Kuwait for a 
m eetin g of 10 A rab oil- 
producing states, seven of them 
members of OPEC. The talks 
made it clear some price in­ 
crease is almost inevitable, but 
there still will be considerable 
haggling over the amount. 
O P E C 
m e m b e rs h a v e 
proposed price hikes ranging 
from 8 to 25 per cent. Although 
prices were not even on the 
Kuwait meeting’s official agen­ 
da. that wide gap in possible in­ 
creases was the chief subject of 
unofficial discussion. 
Iraqi Oil M inister Tayeh 
Abdel Karim, in an impromptu 
news conference, repeated his 
country’s demand for a hike of 
at least 25 per cent, which he 
said was essential to allow oil 
producers to catch up with in­ 
flation in the prices of goods 
they import from the West. 
Libyan Oil Minister Ezz Ed- 
din A1 Mabrouk said he will ask 
for a price hike “equal to what 
the OPEC economic experts 
decided during their recent 
meeting in Vienna.” 
OPEC has kept the recom­ 
mendation a secret, but has 
denied reports the figure was 20 
per cent. Some oil industry 
sources said they believe the 
recommendation is closer to 15 
per cent. 
Two OPEC “ m oderates." 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates, made no public 
comments. But the Emirates 
have said they will fight any in­ 
crease above 10 per cent, and 
Saudi Arabia reportedly plans 
to oppose anything higher than 
8 per cent. 


South leads 
in population 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
South, with an increase of 5 3 
million persons, led the nation’s 
regions in population growth 
during the first half of this 
decade, the Census Bureau said 
today. 
Tlie 1970-75 increase in the 
South was nearly 1 million 
more than the combined growth 
of the other three regions, of­ 
ficials said. Nationally, the 
bureau said, the population 
grew by 9 8 million people dur­ 
ing the same period. 
Florida had "by far the 
largest gain due to net migra­ 
tion since 1970." the bureau 
said. New residents arriving 
from other states numbered 1.4 
million during the period, mak­ 
ing up 90 per cent of the state's 
population increase. 
By comparison. California 
and Texas each showed “net 
migrations'* of 400.000 
After the South, the West 
recorded the largest gain, in 
creasing its population by 3 
million people. North Central 
and Northeast regions showed 
population gains of 1.1 million 
and 400,000 respectively, the 
bureau said. 
About 500.000 residents 
moved from New York during 
the 1970-75 period, and 350.000 
moved from Illinois, the 
statistics showed Ohio. Penn­ 
sylvania and Michigan also lost 
more than 100.000 people apiece 
through what the bureau calls 
"outmigration ’’ 


The highest rate of resident 
losses. 4.6, was recorded in 
Rhode Island, the bureau said, 
but it was linked to “a drastic 
reduction in military popula­ 
tion." 
Rhode Island. New York and 
the District of Columbia were 
the only jurisdictions which ex­ 
perienced an overall popula­ 
tion decline—migration or oth­ 
erwise- during the period, and 
the populations of 12 other

Rhodesia 
conference 
may adjourn 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) 
— If two black leaders reject 
B ritain's latest attem pt to 
break the stalem ate in the 
Rhodesia peace talks, British 
Chairman Ivor Richard may 
adjourn the conference, offi­ 
cials said Tuesday. 
Black nationalists Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo 
have blocked the conference 
since it began Oct. 28 by 
demanding a binding British 
commitment fixing Dec. 1, 
1977, for the shift to blade rule 
— a com m itm ent B ritain 
refused to undertake. 
In a compromise proposal 
T uesday, R ichard offered 
M arch 1. 1978, as a firm 
deadline for completion of all 
the legal steps necessary to 
grant independence to Rhodesia 
and transfer power. 
Mugabe and Nkomo planned 
to meet today to discuss their 
joint reply to the offer, although 
nationalist officials hinted 
Tuesday the two men may well 
accept it. 
The conference officials said 
it was probably Britain’s last 
effort to move the talks to con­ 
c rete issu es, such as the 
makeup of an interim govern­ 
ment. 
If Mugabe and Nkomo reject 
this latest bid, the officials 
said. Richard is “quite likely" 
to call an adjournment. 
Richard at first offered the 
March 1. 1978, deadline on the 
condition the legal processes 
were completed by then, leav­ 
ing open the possibility of an ex­ 
tension. 
The offer was turned down by 
Mugabe and Nkomo, but ac­ 
c e p te d by B ish o p A bel 
Muzorewa and the Rev. Ndaba- 
ningi Sithole. the other two 
nationalist delegation leaders 
at the talks. 


Peacekeeping force sends 
small unit to Israel line 


EL PASO. Tex (UPI) - The 
final draft of a prisoner ex­ 
change treaty between the 
United States and Mexico may 
be signed soon, but it probably 
will be April before the first 
prisoners cross the border, ac­ 
cording to a newspaper report. 


The El Paso Herald Post, in a 
copywrited story Tuesday, said 
the treaty would be signed in 
M exico C ity d u rin g th e 
Thanksgiving holiday. The 
treaty must be ratified by both 
the Mexican and U.S. congress­ 
es. 
If the Senate ratifies the pact, 
the treaty would go into effect 
within 30 days. 
The newspaper said the first 
prisoner exchanges likely 
would not take place until April 
because of the complex system 
of selecting those to be ex­ 
changed The factors to be con­ 
sidered include whether the 
tr a n s f e r w ould e n h a n c e 
rehabilitation, the type of of­ 
fense. previous criminal re­ 
cord. medical condition, family 
ties and adaptations to social 
life in the country to which the 


prisoner would be sent. 
The newsaper said prisoners 
must have at least six months 
of their sentence remaining and 
that an exchange would not in­ 
clude an ex ten sio n of a 
sentence. 
It said prisoners on parole 
could be transferred to the 
probation systems of the other 
country Although Mexico does 
not currently have a parole law 
for narcotics violations, the 
Mexican Congress is expected 
to pass such a law soon. 


The treaty requires that a 
prisoner must have been con­ 
victed and sentenced for an of­ 
fense which is punishable in 
both countries, although the of­ 
fense does not have to be iden­ 
tical. In addition, a prisoner 
must be a citizen of the country 
to which he is sent. 
The treaty, the newspaper 
said, has a provision allowing 
accused persons thought to be 
mentally unsound to be trans­ 
ferred by special agreement. 
The Herald Post said the 
treaty would exclude political 
offenders 


Easy ratification seen 
on UAW-GM agreement 


DETROIT (UPI) - United 
Auto Workers officials say they 
expect easy ratification of the 
tentative agreement with Gen­ 
eral Motors now that the un­ 
ion's GM Council has over­ 
whelmingly approved the new 
pact. 
There were only seven dis­ 
senting votes among the 500 
delegates who met in Detroit 
Tuesday to hear terms of the 
agreement reached last Friday 
after a 12-hour ministrike by 
80.000 workers at 16 key GM 
plants 
The approval of the agree­ 
ment by the local union leaders 
is only the first step in ratifying 
the new contract. The union’s 
390.000 rank-and-file GM work­ 
ers will vote on ratification in 
two weeks. 


“ We anticipate that the 
ratification (vote) will go 
smoothly." UAW Vice Presi­ 
dent Irving Bluestone said. 
Bluestone heads the union’s GM 
division 
The GM contract closely 
parallels agreements worked 
out at Ford Motor Co. after a 
28-day strike and at Chrysler. 


Skilled tradesmen in the un­ 
ion almost scuttled the new con­ 
tracts at those two firms and 
narrowly approved those pacts. 
Under union rules, production 
workers and skilled tradesmen 
vote separately and each have a 
veto over any contract. 


However. Bluestone said he 
expected skilled tradesmen to 
easily approve the GM con­ 
tract. 


45 inch 
snow fall 
in N.Y. 
United Press International 
Residents in a small upstate 
New York community plunged 
yardsticks into snow banks and 
they disappeared Tuesday, a 
snow squall off Lake Erie 
dumped 18 inches in northern 
Ohio and in Utah, ski resort 
owners prayed for such bles­ 
sings. 
Most Boonville, N.Y., resi­ 
dents merely looked outside 
their windows, shrugged and 
passed off the 45 inches of snow 
that has fallen in Oneida County 
since Monday. After all. the 
county bills itself as the “ snow 
capital" of the state. 
Besides, one resident com­ 
m ented, "U p here nearly 
everyone has a four-wheel drive 
vehicle or a snowmobile.” 
But the northern corner of 
Ohio wasn’t as accustomed to 
heavy snowfalls. The Lake Erie 
storm dumped 18 inches of 
snow on Ashtabula. In Conneaut 
and Geneva at least eight in­ 
ches fell. Police said the storm 
resulted in several minor traf­ 
fic accidents. 
The Ohio state patrol said 
Interstate 90 and U.S. 20 were 
cut to one-lane traffic from 
Ohio 193 to the Pennsylvania 
border. O ther roads were 
reported snow covered and slip­ 
pery 
But in Utah, resort owners 
complained that one of the 
driest fall seasons on record 
will cost them an estimated $1.2 
million over the Thanksgiving 
holiday weekend. No snow has 
been recorded in Salt Lake City 
so far this fall, and only six-to- 
eight inches was reported in the 
Alta-Snowbird area 


Earl Hanson, manager of the 
Utah Ski Association, said the 
lack of snow will cost resort 
owners $300.000 a day during 
the holiday.

The convict, who reportedly 
has been offered hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the 
rights, says some of the money 
will go to the families of the two 
young men he killed in the 
Provo. Utah, area last summer. 


“They'll have good reason to 
kill me after I speak to them,” 
Gilmore said of his appearance 
before the pardons board, m a 
statement issued through Boaz 
before his firing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
The Ohio Supreme Court today 
upheld the state’s death penalty 
and ruled it does not impose 
"c ru e l and unusual puni­ 
shment" within the meaning 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion. 
“It's a helluva Thanksgiving 
for people on death row,” said 
Benson Wolman. Ohio Director 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 
The court ruled in the cases 
of Carl Bayless. Akron, who 
was convicted of armed rob­ 
bery and of the murders of Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Anthony, Feb. 
27, 1974. and Roger Strodes, 
Springfield, convicted of ag­ 
gravated robbery and the 
m urder of Dwight B aker, 
Springfield, in a holdup Jan. 8.

Officials seize 
huge cocaine haul 


MIAMI (UPI) - Federal 
agents seized 75.9 pounds of 
cocaine with a street value of 
$16.3 million and arrested two 
men on their arrival from South 
America Tuesday evening, a 
Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion spokesman said. 
Details were sketchy, but the 
spokesman said three airplanes 
and a helicopter from the DEA 
and U S Customs followed the 
twin-engine 680 Arrow Com­ 
m ander until it landed at 
Tamiami Airport, and agents 
arrested the men without inci­ 
dent. 


“Ohio's statutory framework 
for the imposition of capital

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen 
Robert Dole says the Repub­ 
licans. despite their election 
losses at all levels of govern­ 
ment, are “ still alive and 
kicking" and must now go out 
and find good candidates to 
rebuild from the bottom up. 
In an interview after his 
return from a South American 
vacation, the defeated GOP 
vice presidential candidate 
talked about the party’s future 
and the kind of chairman it 
needs to replace Mary Louise 
Smith, who is resigning in 
January. 
A former Republican Nation­ 
al Committee chairman him­ 
self. Dole said the leading can­ 
didates appear to be John Con- 
nally, Ronald Reagan, de­ 
feated Tennessee Sen. William 
Brock and possibly Utah 
R e p u b l i c an l e a d e r Dick 
Richards 
“I’ve been visiting around 
trying to make certain we have 
someone who wants to take the 
job." the Kansas senator said. 
“It’s a fulltime job with a lot ot 
speaking I haven’t suggested 
anyone mad don’t know if I 
will." 
But he did say that, “ Brock 
could satisfy all elements” of 
the party. 
No one has announced for the 
job. but a Brock spokesman 
said the Tennessean “ is inter­ 
ested in it." Neither Connally 
nor Reagan, despite support 
from some local politicians, has 


publicly indicated interest. 
“ I don t think anybody knows 
who’s going to be around in 
1980,“ Dole said, but as a party 
“we’re still alive and kicking 
We just can’t afford to kick 
each other. There are not 
enough of us around ." 
He said the party must find 
new talent, especially among 
minorities. 
Asked how. Dole said. “ You 
go (Hit and find black candi­ 
dates and then you go to work 
for them and try to get them 
elected.”

Program of the evening on election 
night in Lompoc Library multipurpose 
room was an intensely interesting 
demonstration of the stencil dyeing art 
of Katazome The fascinating folk art of 
Japan is seldom seen in this country ex­ 
cept in rarj* museum collections. 
Presenting a display and descriptions 
were Warren and Flicka Kirkwood of 
Santa Maria, introduced by the art club 
program chairman, Mary Hart 
The ancient oriental art, using finely 
cut rice paper predates the familiar silk 
screen painting and wood block printing 
by manv hundreds of years Although the 
stencil dyeing originated in China it 
reached Japan via Okinawa as far back 
as the 8th Century. 
Katazome refers to the process only 
partially resembling the well known 
Batik dyeing in Indonesia It involves 
painting or dyeing on top of a rice paste 
resist applied to cloth or paper through a 
tough waterproof stencil When the paint 
of dye dries the rice paste is then washed 
out, leaving the desired design in varied 
colors Various methods of applying the 
rice paste are employed—free spatter­ 
ing, use of a pastry decorating tube, thin 
flat boards carved on both sides with a 
reversed but matching design, bound 
tightly together with folds of cloth 
between. Intricate patterns of decora­ 
tion for kimono and obi sash material are 
achieved by pouring dyes through holes 
or sprues in the pack of boards to color 
the folds of cloth except where excluded 
by the pressure on the carved surfaces. 
Flicka has tried to perpetuate the fast 
disappearing art of Katazome in the 
preservation of notes and photos as well 
as in her designs of greeting cards, tex­ 
tiles and paintings.

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Carter releases names of 40 
agency liaison staff members 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
When President Nixon and his 
national security adviser Henry 
Kissinger wanted to invade 
Cambodia in April, 1970 to wipe 
out Communist sanctuaries, 
five members of the National 
Security Council staff resigned 
in protest. 
One of those rebels — 
Anthony Lake — today is of­ 
ficially in charge of President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter’s tran­ 
sition relations with Kissinger, 
now the secretary of state, and 
the State Department. 
Carter has released the 
names of 40 staff members who 
will handle relations with 
federal departments and agen­ 
cies. 
Lake, 37, who helped Carter 
on international issues during 
the campaign, is known as a ris­ 
ing young man — exceptionally 
energetic and intellectual. In 
recent years he headed Inter­ 
national Voluntary Services, a 
private service agency which 
has worked in Vietnam. 
"I retain the belief that I 
found so attractive in the Ken­ 
nedy years, that problems 


created by man can at least be 
ameliorated by man, and that 
we must try,” Lake wrote in a 
recent article with his wife in 
the New York Times Magazine. 
“But this can only happen if 
the United States plays a 
progressive role, and thus only 
if our leaders have values that 
will lead them, and us in that 
direction.” 
Despite their policy disa­ 
greements, Lake retains his ad­ 
miration for Kissinger. 


Other members of the Carter 
transition team include rela­ 
tively young men and women 
with experience in foreign and 
domestic affairs in the execu­ 
tive branch, Capitol Hill, or in 
local affairs: 


Fred Bergsten, 35, served 
with Lake on the National 
Security Council staff. He will 
handle relations with the Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisors. 
Richard C. Steadman, 44, was 
a deputy assistant secretary of 
defense from 1966 to 1969 He 
will work with the Defense 
Department. 
David L. Aaron, 38, a former 


Foreign Service officer, was an 
adviser to the U.S. delegation to 
the strategic arms limitation 
talks. He will handle relations 
with the National Security 
Council staff, and the CIA. 
Paula SterA, 31, a foreign af­ 
fairs specialist who worked for 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
will deal with the U.S. Informa­ 
tion Agency.

poor but friendly inauguration 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UP!) - The 1977 inauguration of 
Gov. David Pryor apparently will be in line with his theme of 
“poor but friendly." 
It will be poor because no activities are planned. It will be 
friendly because no enemies will be invited. 
Shirley McFarland, administrative assistant to the gover­ 
nor, and Don Harrell, Pryor’s press secretary, said nothing 
was being planned except for the swearing in ceremony by 
Chief Justice Carleton Harris of the Arkansas Supreme 
Court. 
"I think I’ll get Carleton Harris to come up here (gover­ 
nor’s office) with a Bible and get it done,” Harrell quoted 
Pryor as saying. 
^ 
"I really don’t think he’s going to plan any more than 
that,” Harrell said. "He might have it in the conference 
room or at the Territorial Restoration but there will be no 
parade, ceremony or inauguaral ball.” 
Ms. McFarland said she thought reasons for lack of 
ceremony were that it is Pryor’s second inauguration, which 
doesn’t carry the excitement of a first one, and austerity. 
Harrell also said one of the big reasons was the cost in­ 
volved and cutting out the frills is in keeping with Pryor’s 
state spending proposals for the next two years. Pryor has 
said his next administration will be “poor but friendly. ” 
There were three-days of activities for Pryor’s first in­ 
auguration in January, 1975. The activities began with a 
church service at Camden and ended in Little Rock with an 
inaugural ball to which the entire state was invited. In 
between, there was singing, speeches, hot cider and ginger­ 
bread and a 19-gun howitzer salute. 
"The least expensive and least ceremonial apparently is 
what he wants," Harrell said. 
Ms. McFarland said she wasn’t disappointed. 
"It saves me a lot of work," she said. "It really does take a 
great deal of work putting together that sort of thing.” 


Hoover's confidential files 
suggestive, not revealing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jus­ 
tice Department summaries on 
the late FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover’s official and confiden­ 
tial files would make the hot­ 
test reading in town, if you 
could only fill in the blanks. 
The summaries — each a few 
lines describing contents of 
each file folder — are riddled 
with blank spaces showing that 
names and other details were 
deleted. The result is more 
suggestive than revealing. 
But one name — Hoover’s — 
was never erased. His files in­ 
cluded accusations that he was 
a homosexual. 
Scandals were not neglected. 
One 67-page file covering a 
1958-’65 period bore this 
description: 
‘‘Contains almost entirely let­ 
ters to Hoover from ... 
Washington field office contain­ 
ing general immoral or crimi­ 
nal activities on the part of 
diplomats, government em­ 
ployes, politicians, sport figu­ 
res, so c ia lly prom inent 
persons. Senators and Congres­ 
smen.” 
These were not the personal 
files that were removed and 
destroyed after Hoover’s death 


in 1972. They were called his 
‘confidential and official’ 
files, which he kept in his own 
office. 
. _ 
FBI agents drafted the sum­ 
maries in February 1975 and 
used by Attorney General 
Edward Levi in congressional 


testimony about the files. 
The summaries were made 
public as a result of a suit under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act by Morton Halperin, a 
former National Security Coun­ 
cil staff member whose phone 
was tapped by the FBI. 


Consumer products chief 
under double attack 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - S. 
John Byington, the new chair­ 
man of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, is under at­ 
tack by both consumer forces 
and one of his fellow commis­ 
sioners who thinks he’s guilty of 
"government by ambush.” 
Within the space of a few 
hours Tuesday: 
— One of Ralph Nader’s lob­ 
byists branded as “ idiotic” 
Byington’s suggestion that 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
reject the idea of an independ­ 
ent agency to lobby for con­ 
sumers in favor of a consumer 
advocate within the White 
House. 
— A former Consumer Union 
lawyer, Nancy Chasen, accused 
Byington of unfairly using her 
name in making that same 
proposal to Carter. 


— David R Pittle. one of five 
commissioners at the CPSC, 
said he was "stunned” by the 
way Byington has been making 
decisions without consulting his 
fellow commissioners, and said 
he would try for a policy to for­ 
bid such action.

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Private hearings begin 
on State Hospital deaths 


THE BETTER HALF

VENTURA, Calif. (UPI) - A 
county grand jury was to begin 
private hearings Wednesday 
into deaths at Camarillo State 
Hospital following two weeks of 
public sessions and testimony 
of more than 100 witnesses. 
Investigations also were un­ 
der way into patient deaths at 
other state facilities. 
Two e x p e rt w itn esses 
testified in the final public ses­ 
sion Tuesday at Ventura that 
patient deaths resulted from 
negligence, at times deliberate. 
The jury heard testimony 
concerning 54 deaths at the 
state institution since 1972. The 
Ventura County District Attor­ 
ney’s office investigated the 
deaths during a 14-month 
period. 
In Los Angeles, Dr. Michael 
Levine, acting director of Fair- 
view State Hospital Tuesday 
said hospital accreditation in 
the state is a “sham.” He said 
he would accept no further ad­ 
missions for which he has no 
resources to administer proper 
care. 
At a news conference, Levine 
charged the Joint Commission 
on Hospital Accreditation “ap­ 
parently with the consent of the 
state, has waived licensing 
rules in order to prevent jeopar­ 
dizing as much as $35 million in 


federal funds.” 
An investigation into patient 
deaths was also under way at 
Metropolitan State Hospital in 
Norwalk. 
In Ventura, Drs. Ronald 
Markman and Abul-Haj Tues­ 
day testified before the grand 
jury some patient deaths could 
be classified as “gross negect, 
if not beyond.” 
Markman said he classified 
the patient deaths into catego­ 
ries which ranged from “unfor- 
tuitous events” to gross 
negligence and possibly homici­ 
de. TTiere was a definite lade of 
supervision of suicidal patients, 
he said, and criticized the 
diagnostic abilities of staff 
physicians which he said were 
“not sufficient, if they exist at 
all.” 
The deaths of two patients, 
Clarence Cormier and Thomas 
Riddle, were due to gross 
negligence, the doctors tes­ 
tified. Medical records showed 
that Riddle was choked and 
died four hours after he com­ 
mitted himself to the facility. 
Cormier died after being 
choked by a hospital worker 
who testified he was trying to 
restrain the patient. Both doc­ 
tors testified the death of 
another patient, David Mat- 
tayer. 76, was “ death by 
neglect, almost deliberate neg­ 
lect." Mattayer died as a result 
of strangulated hernia, the 
symptoms of which would be 
very obvious, the physicians 
said. 
Phoenix 
kidnaping 
told 


At Metropolitan State Hos­ 
pital, Ray Eugene Vann died 
“at the hands of another other 
than by accident,” a coroner’s 
jury said. 
It was the third such verdict 
on deaths at the facility this 
year. A fourth inquest into 
another suspicious death was 
scheduled Dec. 7. 
Dr. Levine recommended 
that all professional and 
management positions in state 
institutions be under contract 
and subject to review and recall 
instead of civil service. 
Levine said a law passed by 
the Legislature last year “vir­ 
tually wiped out supervisorial 
position,” and eliminated ac­ 
countability in the hospital 
system. 
The Ventura County Grand 
Jury was expected to deliberate 
about a month before returning 
indictments, which could range 
from second degree murder to 
simple neglect.

No Appointment Needed 
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PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
The wife of a bank officer was 
kidnaped in a “gentlemanly ab­ 
duction” Tuesday and released 
unharmed after the kidnapers 
escaped with a small part of the 
$600,000 ransom. 
FBI Agents said Ronald 
Hinman, loan officer of Valley 
National Bank, was notified by 
telephone that his wife had been 
kidnaped The caller gave him 
30 minutes to collect $600,000 
and follow delivery instruc­ 
tions. 
The money was dropped in a 
trash bin behind a vacant store, 
where the woman eventually 
was found. The actual sum of 
money paid was unknown but 
Brent Moody, an attorney for 
the bank, said he was told it was 
about $15,000 
Officers said a hole had been 
cut in the trash bin and the ab­ 
ductors apparently used it to 
retrieve the money. 
Moody said Mrs. Hinman 
“was not mistreated.” 
“I guess you could say it was 
a gentlemanly abduction.” he 
said. “They treated her very 
nicely.” 
Mrs. Hinman was abducted 
by a man posing as a telephone 
company employe who said he 
wanted to test the telephone in 
her home. “He placed a hood 
over her head, forced her into 
her automobile” and drove her 
to a vacant store. 


Controversial 
Russ biologist 
Lysenko dies 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet 
biologist Trofim Lysenko, 78, 
the “dictator of Soviet gene­ 
tics” and one of the most con­ 
troversial scientists of this cen­ 
tury, has died. 
His death Saturday was not 
disclosed until Tuesday and 
drew only passing mention in 
the Soviet press despite the in­ 
delible mark he left on Soviet 
genetics, agriculture and scien­ 
tific research. 
A dogmatic Marxist, Lysenko 
rose spectacularly during the 
rule of the late dictator Josef 
Stalin by propounding an un­ 
orthodox theory of heredity that 
has since been discredited as 
quackery. 
Lysenko also managed to ac­ 
crue tremendous influence, and 
with Stalin's apparent blessing, 
waged a ruthless campaign to 
discredit those scientists who 
opposed him. 
Contemporary historians be­ 
lieve Lysenko was responsible 
for sending scores of biologists 
to disgrace, prison and in some 
cases death for arguing the 
orthodox theories of genetics. 
In essence, Lysenko argued 
that hereditary characteristics 
could be changed by the en­ 
vironment, in direct opposition 
to the classical view that 
heredity was transm itted 
through genes. 
During Lysenko s heyday un­ 
der Stalin, the study of classical 
genetics virtually disappeared 
e x c e p t in u n d e rg ro u n d 
laboratories. He was blamed 
for having set back Soviet 
agriculture for a generation. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Thinking about buying a 
Citizens Band radio for Christ­ 
mas? The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission recommends caution. 
It issued a “consumer alert” 
Tuesday to remind the public of 
a significant change that will be 
occurring one week after 
Christmas. 
On Jan. 1, the number of CB 
channels will increase by 
government order from 23 to 40. 
The 40-channel sets can be sold 
only after Jan. 1. 
Consequently, some consum­ 
ers may wind up buying sets 
that can’t be converted to 40- 
channel reception next year, 
the FTC said. 
The FTC said it will closely 
watch the promotion of and 
advertising for CB equipment 
done by importers, distributors 
and retailers to make sure they 
are adequately informing buy­ 
ers of the facts. The agency 
said it wants 23-channel sets 
that can't be converted to be so 
identified and wants the condi­ 
tions and terms of conversion 


agreements clearly stated. 
The FTC added that some 23- 
channel sets now for sale may 
actually be a bargain. But it 
said the consumer should be 
aware of what he’s getting. 
It suggests that anyone shop­ 
ping for CB equipment before 
Jan. 1 ask several questions: 
— If you want 40 channels in 
1977. will the manufacturer 
promise in writing to change 
your 23-channel set to carry 40 
channels? 
—If you decide to have your 
set changed, can you take it 
back to the store where you 
bought it or must you mail it to 
the factory yourself? How long 
will it take? Will you get the 
same set back, or a different 
set?. 
—How much extra will you 
have to pay to the manufactur­ 
er to change the set? How much 
more would you pay for a new 
40-channel set? Is the price of 
the 23-channel set too good a 
buy for you to pass up? Do you 
really need the added 17 chan­ 
nels? 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - 
Proposed stringent regulations 
will increase the killing of por­ 
poise because the restrictions 
will drive fishermen to other 
ports under foreign jurisdic­ 
tions, according to San Diego 
Mayor Pete Wilson. 
Wilson was one of dozens of 
witnesses testifying Tuesday at 
a government administrative 
hearing to set new tuna fishing 
regulations for 1977. 
He told administrative judge 
Frank Vanderheyden that “it 
stands to reason that there will 
be a greatly increased porpoise 
kill,” under stringent regula­ 
tions because tuna seiner 
operators would be forced to 
relocate to foreign ports with 
the probable result of “a much 
greater kill of porpoise.” The 
Transportation 


U.S. regulations do not apply to 
foreign vessels. 
Another witness, the vice 
president of a Houston-based 
firm that operates 10 U.S.-flag 
purse seiners, said withdrawal 
of the U.S. tuna fleet from the 
seas would not aid in porpoise 
preservation. 
“As long as tuna inhabit the 
oceans, it will be sought after in 
a world hungry for more food,” 
said Paul L. Kelly of Zapata 
Ocean Resources Corp. “The 
policy of the Marine Mammal 
Protection Act can best be 
served if the United States re­ 
tains its preeminence in this in­ 
dustry.” 
The National Oceanic and At­ 
mospheric Administration has 
proposed a quota of 29,920 por­ 
poise which can be killed in con­ 
nection with tuna fishing in 
1977. That is less than half 


Russian missile testing 
may cause U.S. trouble 
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Five killed 
in fog crash 


ESCALON (UPI) - Five 
persons were killed and a sixth 
was critically injured Tuesday 
night in the collision of two cars 
on a fog-shrouded road near this 
San Joaquin Valley town. 
Names of the victims were 
not immediately released. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol said one vehicle apparently 
drifted into the center lane of 
Highway 120 and crashed head- 
on with the second vehicle. 
One of the cars burst into 
flames, trapping the driver in­ 
side The second car had five 
occupants. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
improved submarine-launched 
Soviet ballistic missile will 
cause difficulty for the United 
States in verifying compliance 
with arms l i m i t a t i o n 
agreements, according to ad­ 
ministration sources. 
The sources said Tuesday the 
Soviet Union had recently con­ 
ducted initial testing from a 
submarine of its SS-NX-18 mis­ 
sile. The missile was launched 
from north of Russia and im­ 
pacted on land, the sources 
said. 
The SS-NX-18 is equipped 
with at least three independent­ 
ly targeted warheads, or 
MIRV's, making it the first 
such missile the Russians have 
launched at sea. 
According to Pentagon of­ 
ficials. the SS-NX-18 is a large, 
two-stage missile that in­ 
creases the range of earlier 


Russian sea-launched missiles 
from about 4,200 to about 4,600 
miles. More im portant, 
however, is an increased 
payload that allows the missile 
to carry MIRV’s. 
Tests of the improved missile 
have been under way on land 
for at least a year and the sub­ 
marine test was not unex­ 
pected. But the presence of 
MIRV's on Soviet missile- 
launching submarines points up 
a problem for the United States 
in verifying an arms control 
agreement, the sources said. 
The problem comes because 
under the total of launchers 
allowed the Soviet Union in the 
1972 SALT I agreement, it 
would be numerically possible 
for them by using submarines 
to exceed the 1,320 limit placed 
on MIRV’s missiles under the 
1974 Vladivostok accords. 


plan praised 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Tile 
proposed state transportation 
plan was praised Tuesday as a 
way to financially penalize 
those who drive their own cars 
instead of using mass transit 
and criticized as a proposal to 
make personal autos a privilege 
of the rich. 
A City Councilman said the 
p ro p o sa ls 
could cause 
“economic havoc” throughout 
California. 
The draft plan was attacked 
and defended at the last of six 
pul ic hearings by the state 
Ti msportation Board and the 
state Business and Transporta­ 
tion agency. 
The draft includes plans for 
tolls to be charged freeway 
users, surcharges to raise the 
price of gasoline, “smog taxes” 
on owners of cars with “inef­ 
ficient” engines, preferential 
“diamond lanes” for buses and 
car pools, ramp meters, 
measures to restrict parking 
and other proposals to increase 
the use of mass transit and 
decrease reliance on private 
cars. 
David Grayson, manager of 
the highway engineering de­ 
partment of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, 
condemned the proposals as a 
move to tax the citizens out of 
their cars and make driving “a 
luxury available only to the 
wealthy and out of the reach of 
the middle and lower income 
citizen. ”

Football was a 
no-frills sport 
in the Valley 


(First of a two-part series on the early days of foot­ 
ball in the Lompoc Valley. 
By SCOTT OSTLER 
The flower field on East Ocean Avenue, the field that first 
catches the tourist’s eye as he drives into our city from the 
south, was once a bean field. 
One October morning back in 1923, A1 Schuyler, a high 
school lad, was helping his dad thresh beans in that field. 
An old Dodge bus pulled up beside the field and stopped. 
The driver tooted the horn. Inside the bus were 10 Lompoc 
High football players and their coach, Ellsworth Green. 
Green, known to his players and students as “Prof.” 
leaned out a window and yelled across the rows of beans: 
“We’ve got to have one more player, Al!” 
“You’ll have to talk to my dad,” Schuyler yelled back 
Green got off the bus and conferred with the elder 
Schuyler, who then nodded to his son. 
“You’d better go, Al.” 
The old Dodge, with its now-complete football team sit­ 
ting on the two long wooden benches that lined the sides, 
pulled away and headed toward Santa Barbara. No hurry. 
Speed limit 35 m.p.h. 
One of the nice things about digging back into the football 
history of the Lompoc Valley is that the history is not written 
down in detailed news stories and ponderous statistics and 
heavy football terminology. 
You won’t find much in the old newspapers about those 
early high school teams. The history of Valley football exists 
mainly in the memories of the guys who took up a new sport 
back in the early 1920’s, and played it strictly for fun. 
“We went to Paso Robles for one game, ” recalls Pooley 
Jacobs, who played on the first Lompoc High teams, "and 
we had to wait ’til they got some dynamite and blasted a big 
old oak tree stump out of the middle of the field before we 
could play.” 
Some of the players wore helmets and some didn’t, grass 
was an unknown luxury, and farming chores at home usually 
took precedence over practices and games. That was high 
school football in Lompoc some 55 years ago. 
The boys at Lompoc High learned soccer and rugby under 
the coaching of Othar J. Gilliland. Gilliland even showed 
them a little football, and Lompoc High played one game in 
1921, losing to Santa Maria 7-0, as near as anyone can 
remember (there was no school yearbook that year). 
Gilliland left after that school year, and the job of really 
getting the football team off the ground fell to Prof Green, a 
chemistry and physics teacher, and football freak. 
Green was working under a couple handicaps as he 
prepared the team for the ’22 season, according to Dr. Larry 
Heiges, a player then. 
“He wasn’t the most knowledgeable football coach, and he 
had practically nothing in the line of material.” 
Running out of something called the Rockne Box Shift, the 
'22 Braves lost their first two games and then beat San Luis 
Obispo 8-0 for the school’s first win. That was the season. 
Green coached the team for four losing seasons, then was 
fired. But his players had a good time. 
“I think it was a lot more fun than it is now." says Al 
Schuyler. “We called our own signals. We’d walk back to the 
huddle in a group, and somebody would say, ‘There’s a good 
open spot in front of m e,’ and so the quarterback would call a 
play.” 
Jacobs, who played quarterback at 120 pounds and wore 
size 5Vi shoes, recalls that he had to buy his football outfit 
from a pal for $12. It would have cost more had he wanted oj> 
tional equipment, like a helmet. 
“I just didn’t like ’em (helmets),” he says. "They were 
just little old thin pads, anyway.” 
In a game against San Luis Obispo, the Braves were deep 
in Tiger territory when Pooley decided to run one up the mid­ 
dle. Head down, legs churning, he took off. His line did a 
marvelous job of blocking, clearing away all obstacles— 
except one. 
"I hit the goalpost and it liked to kill me. I woke up about 
three minutes later.” 


Forrest Hibbits remembers that “at one game, 
Heiges was knocked out, which is no wonder, considering the 
■Barssr SIS-.« 
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fl Physical hazards were part of the game. Games were 
played at Ryon Park, on the dirt. Schuyler has vivid 
memories of 'rocks as big as baseballs. 
„ 
“That old adobe ground was harder than hell, 
says c m 
Negus. “That’s the part I remember, is skinned noses and 


^ W h e n ^ w a s dry, the dust was terrible,” says Heiges. 
“You’d spit mud for about three weeks after the season was 
over *' 
The game was popular among the townspeople. There 
were no bleachers at Ryon Park, so the fans would crowd the 


**^?'was surprised at how interested they were," saW 
Green, who is 80 now and lives in Orange County.

were mostly farmers in those days. We had pretty good 
crowds, a few hundred. Considering the fact that these fellas 
had to work, I don’t know how they could spare the time, but 
they would come out and root.” 
Some of the hopes and experiences and lessons were the 
same then as now, as shown in the following passage from 
the 1923 yearbook, referring to a practice game and the 
season opener against Santa Maria: 
“ (The practice game) gave us confidence for the league 
game. In that (practice) game we plunged through their line, 
circled their ends and passed over their heads quite succes­ 
sfully. With the additional two weeks practice, we felt pretty 
confident of giving the red and white team (Santa Maria) a 
good hard fight. 
“We were so confident... that a large number of our team 
went to a dance the night before Some didn’t get to bed until 
two o’clock. And we lost! 
“But we learned more by losing., .for we learned the lesson 
that members of the football team cannot stay up late the 
night before a game and expect to play the good, hard, clean 
game that Lompoc High should play. This lesson doubtessly 
will help us win games in the future.” 
Whatever lessons were learned were not soon reflected in 
the win column. The Braves didn’t have a winning season un­ 
til 1933. and had only three more winning seasons before the 
war. 
In fact, it wasn’t until Jim Spruill took over as head coach 
in 1965 that winning football at Lompoc became fairly com­ 
monplace. Spruill coached the school’s most successful 
teams ever, in ’70 and ’74. 
And this year’s team, under Mike Warren, could even top 
those teams' winning marks. 
But today they play football on grass, with plastic helmets 
and all kinds of other gadgets. You’ll never again see the 
team bus stop at a field and honk at a kid out threshing 
beans. 
(Tomorrow: The toughest team in town.)

Morgan named MVP 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Joe 
Morgan, who ranked among the 
leaders in almost every offen­ 
sive category and continued to 
excel defensively, became only 
the second player to win the 
National League’s Most Valua­ 
ble Player award in consecu­ 
tive seasons Wednesday.

BOSTON (UPI) — A rare 
genetic disorder caused the 
death of a Boston University 
football player two days after 
ro u tin e 
a n e s th e s ia 
w as 
administered during an opera­ 
tion to set his broken leg, a 
spokeswoman at Children’s 
Hospital said. 
Sophomore linebacker Tony 
Danckert, 20. of Clarksville, 
N.Y., died Tuesday afternoon at 
C hildren's H ospital a fte r 
suffering a reaction to the 
anesthesia. 
Danckert was injured Satur­ 
day in the third period of a 
game against the University of 
Louisville at Fairgrounds Stadi­ 
um in L ouisville, Ky. He 
returned to Boston with the 
team and was admitted to the 
hospital, where he was operat­ 
ed on Sunday. 
Susan Stockman, spokeswom­ 
an for the h ospital, said 
Danckert “had an immediate 
reaction” Sunday, but respond­ 
ed to treatment. 
"He was stablized and doing 
well until he had another reac­ 
tion Tuesday.” she said. 
“ It’s extremely rare that 


someone dies from a later reac­ 
tion There are only about five 
documented cases of this hap­ 
pening.” 
“This was not an allergic 
reaction; it was a reaction to 
anesthesia based on something 
genetic — called malignant 
hyperthermia,” she said. 
“ His body temperature went 
up dramatically and his meta­ 
bolism registered abnormally 
high. One out of 14,000-20,000 
persons has this problem. Sixty 
per cent of people with this con­ 
dition don’t survive the initial 
reaction.” 
Ms. Stockman said Danckert 
had no recorded history of the 
hyperthermia and the symp­ 
toms were not discovered until 
after the anesthesia was ad­ 
ministered. 
Funeral arrangements were 
incomplete. 
Boston University’s Division 
of Physical Development Pro­ 
grams suspended all planned 
activities through Thanksgiving 
Day, including Tuesday night’s 
planned hockey game between 
Boston University and Mer­ 
rimack College at North An­ 
dover.

is 38c really a bargain? 


When you want a portrait 
taken of yourself or your fami­ 
ly. there are two different types 
of photographers you may go 
to. One is the production 
photographer, such as those 
that come to chain stores, 
schools, 
and door-to-door, 
advertising bargain prices. The 
other 
is 
the 
stud io 
photographer, whose rates ap­ 
pear to be considerably higher. 
But in photography, as in 
anything else, the bargain is not 
what is cheapest, but what 
gives you the most for your 
money. Consider what each has 
to offer. 
The bargain photographer 
usually allows from 30 seconds 
to 5 minutes for each sitting, 
taking from one to five poses, 
often in a crowded public place. 
At the privacy of a studio, sit­ 
tings are at least one half to one 
hour, and ten poses are taken. If 
none of these prove to be 
satisfactory, more are taken at 
no charge, so you pay only for 
what you like. 
The difference in the quality 
of the craftsmanship is strik­ 
ing. from the materials used to 
the appearance of the subjects. 
The bargain photo is usually a 
brightly lit picture of someone 
grinning. The studio portrait is 
more of a character study, like 
a painted portrait. It is a pic­ 
ture of a mood — created with 
the 
photographer’s expert 
knowledge of such things as 
lighting, complimentary color 
tones, and composition — and 
captures the person s per­ 
sonality. not just his face. The 
studio photographer can also 
retouch and repair your photo, 
and keeps negatives cm file so 


you can get more prints at any 
time. 
With production photography 
there is little, if any, concern 
that the customer is satisfied 
with his portrait, because the 
success of these companies de­ 
pends on volum e. W ith 
seemingly low prices they can 
attract enough people to make 
healthy profits, so reputation is 
not important. (The offensive 
high pressure sales techniques 
that some of the companies use 
is testimony to that.) The suc­ 
cess of the studio photographer 
depends on satisfaction — both 
the customer’s and his own. He 
takes pride in his art, and he 
wants each portrait that hangs 
in someone’s home to reflect 
well on his work. 
But what about the difference 
in price? There is no question 
that 3fk for a 5x7 photo is a good 
deal The production companies 
can offer this because they 
more than make up the dif­ 
ference when they sell the ad­ 
ditional prints and packages, 
which are priced much higher. 
The 38c special is the bait for 
the $30 package deal. At two 
local studios, you can get the 
same variety of sizes, with 
fewer wallet photos, for about 
the same price. You do pay 
more at a studio, but consider 
what you are paying for. Words 
cannot describe the difference, 
so visit a studio and see for 
yourself — before you buy cook­ 
ing sherry, find out what it 
costs for champagne

Official answers queries 
regarding killer' bees 


Recent publicity concerning 
the so-called African or South 
American K ille r Bee has 
prompted a number of in­ 
quiries. according to Santa Bar­ 
bara County Agricultural Com­ 
missioner Graydon B 
Hall. 
Hall says that there is no known 
infestation of this strain of bees 
on the North American conti­ 
nent. 
Hall added that there is con­ 
siderable controversy over just 
how dangerous this bee really is 
and whether there is a real 


likelihood of it reaching the 
United States and becoming es­ 
tablished. 
The prim ary difference 
between this bee and the com­ 
mon European strain of bees 
normally found in California is 
mainly one of temperament. 
The bees are more aggressive 
and are noted for their ferocity. 
This results in better plant 
pollinization and increased 
honey production over the 
European strains Unfortunate­ 
ly it also results in increase 
stinging although the venom 
and stinger are identical to 
local strains. 
Hall says that while some ex­ 
perts consider these aggressive 
bees to be a very real health 
threat, there are just as many 
other experts who consider it 
very remote that they could 
ever get here without becoming 
genetically diluted by the local 
strains. There is not even 
agreement on whether they 
could overw inter in our 
climate. 
Regardless of which experts 
are right, Hall says that local 
residents do not have to be con­ 
cerned at the present time and 
that quarantine officials are 
working at keeping it that way.

Hard-nosed general 


WASHINGTON - Hard-working, 
hard-nosed Lt. Gen. T.H. Miller, a model 
Marine officer from his close-cropped 
hair to his brass buttons, doesn’t believe 
in coddling his troops. 
For example, the Idea of a Marine 
sampling m arijuana, which Miller 
regards as the weed of the long-haired 
set, is enough to bring 
fire to his face. He 
would drum the of­ 
fender out of the crops 
and chew out any of­ 
ficer who showed 
leniency. 
Indeed. Miller wrote 
at least 16 letters to of­ 
ficers on discharge 
boards, scolding them 
for their leniency. 
This sort of interven- 
tion 
in 
leg al 
proceedings is strictly 
prohibitied by both 
m ilita ry law and 
Marine Corps regula­ 
tions. 
It happend a couple 
of years ago when Miller was the conven­ 
ing authority of the administrative dis­ 
charge boards at Cherry Point, N.C. He 
had his own ideas about justice, and he 
made sure the military “jurors” under 
him knew what his ideas were. 
The story is told in documents that 
were never intended to be released to the 
public. After analyzing the documents 
and soliciting appraisals from two ex­ 
perts in military taw, we have concluded 
that Miller committed serious im­ 
proprieties. 
To take a typical letter, Miller wrote 
sternly to an officer who served as a 
juror: “Your recent participation as 
senior member of the Administrative 
Discharge Board ... was recently 
reviewed by me ... 
“I am taking this opportunity to in­ 
quire why you believe that a person con­ 
victed of possession of marijuana should 
be retained in the Marine Corps ... 
“It appears very obvious to me that 
possession of marijuana is not an 
honorable pursuit and one not easily con­ 
fused with what Marines and the general 
public have come to expect of Marines 
who receive discharges under honorable 
conditions." 
Perhaps mindful that military jurors 
are supposed to be independent, the 
general explained unconvincingly that he 
was writing “not to influence your future 
action but to point out what I believe to 
be an error in judgment on your point." 
The effect, of course, was to influence 
the military jurors whom Miller said he 
wasn’t trying to influence. If their rul­ 
ings displeased the general, quite clear­ 
ly, they risked losing promotions and 
hurting their careers. 
Miller’s intervention came to the at­ 
tention of Marine Corps headquarters, 
which assigned Gen. Louis H. Wilson Jr., 
to investigate. The discharge board of­ 
ficers, at the risk of offending the big 
brass, generally agreed that Miller’s let­ 
ters were improper attempts to in­ 
fluence their decisions Here are a few 
samplings from their confidential 
statements: 
— “To my mind," declared one juror, 
“the general (Miller) was trying to in­ 
fluence the board to be very harsh in 
dealing with Marines involved with 
drugs." 
— “I can see," stated another, “...that 
such a letter could have a very different 
effect on an officer concerned with his 
military career." 
— “I can recall three instances when 
the board was deciding a verdict," 
reported another officer, “the senior 
members reminded us that if we voted in 
favor of the accused, the general might 
become upset" 
— Still another officer recalled a con­ 
versation with a fellow juror “After 
receiving a critical letter from the

more careful” in the future. 
— The record shows that Miller ap­ 
parently committed another impropriety 
by asking discharge board officers 
whether they considered the premilitary 
service conduct of the defendant. It is 
against the law for a person to receive a 
less-than-honorable discharge on the 
basis of preservice conduct. 
The case against Miller appeared to be 
solid. Indeed, the investigating Gen 
Wilson acknowledged that most of 
Miller’s letters were perceived by the 
military jurors as attempts to influence 
their actions. 
Nevertheless. Wilson solemnly con­ 
cluded that his fellow general had no in­ 
tent to influence the jurors’ decisions. 
Not even Miller’s suggestion that board 
members take preservice conduct into 
consideration had been prejudicial, 
Wilson found. He therefore recom­ 
mended that no action be taken against 
Miller. 
This was a bit too much for Wilson's 
superior, Gen. R E. Cushman Jr., then 
the Marine Corps commandant, who 
gave Miller an administrative slap on the 
wrist. 
Then the whole affair, apparently, was 
forgotten. Miller was given another star. 
He is now a three-star general in com­ 
mand of Marine Corps aviation. And the 
accommodating Wilson has replaced 
Cushman as the new Marine Corps com­ 
mandant. 
WATCH ON WASTE - The taxpayers 
could save “hundreds of millions of 
dollars” if the Health, Education and 
Welfare Dept, would get around to 
reducing health care costs.

To be sure there is another standard 
prayer of thanks to God said after meal, 
but 1 am sure most of us forget to sav it, 
especially if what we have eaten does not 
quite satisfy our appetite or dis­ 
criminating taste. I used to know 
someone who would say “Thanks, God," 
after eating a hearty meal but say 
nothing when it was not to his liking. 
We are told in the Gospel that when 
Jesus sat with his disciples to eat the last 
supper, he first blessed the bread and the 
wine and expressed thanks to the Father 
before partaking them.

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Some correspondence has fallen into 
our hands that calls attention to a battle 
private enterprise is having with the 
University of California at Santa Bar­ 
bara over, of all things, a bicycle shop. 
Anyone who has been on or near UCSB 
knows that the prevalent mode of student 
travel is the bicycle. 
There are literally 
thousands of bicycles 
on the campus. 
The whole fight ap­ 
parently started a 
year and a half ago 
when U n iv e rs ity 
Chancellor Vernon 
Cheadle and the as­ 
sociated 
students 
president met with 
local bicycle store 
operators to describe 
a proposed “student 
service." This would 
be a place where stu­ 
dents could work on 
their own bicycles un­ 
der guidance and a 
place which would aid students in recycl­ 
ing used bicycle parts. These were ser­ 
vices which, they said, were unavailable 
elsewhere in the vicinity of the Univer­ 
sity. Relying on the presentation, local 
store operators were in general highly 
supportive of the project. 
The bicycle shop owners based their 
approval on repeat«! assurances they 
received from University officials that 
the modest self-service operation would 
not compete with local stores. 
But today they are hopping mad and 
letters have been fired off to the Univer­ 
sity of California president, the Univer­ 
sity regents, the board of supervisors 
and anybody else they can think of. 
The University bikestore was es­ 
tablished at the intersection of two 
major bikeways on the UCSB campus. It 
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was provided rent-free by the ad­ 
ministration; the manager was hired 
through the UC personnel office; a tie- 
line University telephone service is 
employed to make free long-distance 
calls to purchase tax-free inventory and 
parts sales in the store this year totalling 
160,000 — greater than most bicycle 
stores in the area. Paid repairs were an 
additional $10,000. 
As if this wasn’t bad enough for the 
private enterprise people, they have now 
discovered that the University store is 
now planning to double its space. 
Appealing to Chancellor Cheadle, they 
were told obliquely that the whole mat­ 
ter was insignificant. He said that the 
cost of subsidizing the bikeshop was just 
a drop in the bucket. 
But the bike shop owners have 
organized and this is what they say: 
The whole matter is an insult to those 
who worked for the creation of a Univer­ 
sity. They meant to found a university, 
not a bicycle store, and to glibly twist the 
purpose of this gift of valuable land, in­ 
tended for education, in order to 
rationalize using it to set set up tax- 
subsidized operations which attack the 
local business community from a 
protected vantage point... this in an un­ 
grateful attitude, to say the least. It cer­ 
tainly does not appear to be an attitude 
that will encourage further gifts.

auditorium at the University of Alabama 
in Huntsville, and my host now slips 
through to the podium.

I stuff the mes­ 
sage in my pocket, a 
bottomless pit by now

Edgar Smith. 
Now it is a television 
studio, a live show, 
coast to coast, Good 
Morning America. I 
am there to discuss a 
new book I have writ­ 
ten on a subject far 
removed from the 
world of getting and 
spending and killing —• sailing boats. The 
props — enticing pictures, taken at sea 
— are all in place, and the star of the 
show opens up: “First, Mr. Buckley, I’d 
like to ask you about Edgar Smith...” 
Very well, I surrender. 
1. Edgar Smith was tried and con­ 
victed in 1957 of murdering a 15-year-old 
girl. In 1964, we began a correspondence. 
Over the ensuing seven years, he wrote 
me 2,900 pages of letters (he counted 
them). I became convinced that he had 
not been fairly tried, and that he could 
not have committed the murder in the 
time and under the circumstances 
alleged. 
Two gifted attorneys, for the most part 
volunteering their services, persuaded a 
very bright judge that Edgar Smith had 
not been fairly tried. Rather than retry 
him for first degree murder, the New 
Jersey court bargained with him. If he 
would say that he killed the girl, the 
prosecution would reduce the charge to 
second degree murder. Counting “good” 
time, his release would be effective one 
hour after he stood up in open court 
pleading guilty. One hour later, he 
emerged from Trenton State Prison into 
my waiting car, and drove to New York 
City where, before the cameras, he 
retracted his confession, which he at­ 
tributed 
to the requirements of “court 
theater." He had been in the death house 
longer than anyone in American history. 
The judge who let him out was profound­ 
ly convinced that Smith had in fact, as a 
seedy, shiftless 23-year-old, killed the 
girl. But, said the judge, if he had ever 
seen a rehabilitated man, here he was. 
Edgar Smith, member of Mensa, author 
of two best-selling books. 
2. Just short of five years later, one of 
the attorneys telephones. He has 
■received a report that Edgar Smith is 
wanted in San Diego, California, for 
“atrocious assault," kidnaping, and at­ 
tempted murder. A young woman, her 
week’s forlorn salary in her handbag, is 
dragged into a car by 
a man who an­ 
nounces that he wants her money She 
resists and he plunges a six-inch knife 
into her, narrowly missing vital organs. 
She is a tiger, thrusts her two feet 
through the windshield, lunges against 
the wheel of the car, which lurches now 
off to the side of the freeway. 
Desperately she maneuvers to open 
the door, and spills out in sight of a half 
dozen pedestrians who take the number 
of the license plate of the car that 
careens screechingly off The car is 
registered in the name of Mrs. Edgar 
Smith. The woman recovers in the 
hospital, is shown a picture, and iden­ 
tifies her assailant as: Edgar Smith 
3. The telephone rings in my office, 
and my secretary Miss Bronson answers 
— like all of us around the shop, an old 
enthusiast in the Smith cause. It is Edgar 
Smith, calling Irom Las Vegas, "Is Bill 
there?" He had been hiding in and 
around New York for a week, not disclos­ 
ing his whereabouts to anyone. He 
promised his mother he would fly direct­ 
ly to San Diego, give himself in. Now, he 
tells Miss Bronson, he has been mugged 
and had lost all his money; would I call 
him? She telephones me in Albuquerque 
and I telephone the FBI. Within five 
minutes Edgar Smith, asleep in his hotel 
room, is picked up. My next two calls are 
to his mother and his wife, to tell then 
what I did.
